ALMOST AN ACCIDENT.—Our pune- 
tual correspondent, “C. EK. P.,’’ at 
Selma, writes us as follows:

Three or four 
railroad sillsand some cord-wood was 
so arranged on the track that the en- 
gine struck the sills endwise, and 
some of them were so firmly wedged 
under the engine that they were car- 
ried an eighth of a mile, and the en- 
gine had to be ‘jacked up” to get 
them out. Mr. Nowell, the engineer, 
says this is the second attempt in two 
months.”’ 


TLEGISLATURE AND PROF. 
KeEkK2’S VIENNA EXHIBITION.—The 
Legislature last week had under con- 
sideration the question of appropria- 
ting $1,277.65 to defray the expenses 
incurred last summer by Prof. Kerr 
in making a geological exhibition at 
Vienna from North Carolina. The 
Professor was last winter authorized 
to make the exhibition at Vienna, 
providing the expenses should be paid 
out of the fund appropriated annually 
for geological purposes. Prof, Kerr 
reported that this was impracticable, 
anda number of gentiemen advanced 
him the money necessary, and it was 
this amount the Legislature was 
asked to appropriate. ‘The Senate 
voted the appropriation and a resolu- 
tion of thanks to the gentlemen who 
adyanced the money. When the biil 
reached the house, however, violent 
opposition was exhibited, upon the 
ground that the Professor had 
exceeded the powers gianted him by 
the Legislature, and the following 
minority report of the Committee to 
whom the matter had been submitted 
was adopted, which kills the 
measure : 

“The undersigned, a portion of the 
Committee on Claims, to which was 
referred Senate resolution appropria- 

ng $1,277.65 to defray the expenses 
of Prof. W. C. Kerr to the Grand 
Exhibition at Vienna, not being able 
to agree witha majority of their col-

For if they are permitted to 
draw from the treasury the people’s 
money in violation of iaw a feeling 
of inseeurity wlll be felt by the peo- 
ple throughout the whole State. 
‘They think that it is high time that 
the Legislature, as the law-making 
power, shall see, as faras practicable, 
that the law is strictly enforced. For 
if those who make the law will not 
enforce it, when violated by their 
own agents, and if men appointed 
to execute the law, and who live by 
the emoluments Of office, may vio- 
late it with a high-hand and go un- 
rebuked, what may we expect from 
the masses, who are less well in- 
structed and who have a remote in- 
terest in the matter. In this case it 
is admitted by Prof. Kerr himself 
that $1,000 was expended in making 
preparations for the exibition refers 
red to in violation of law, and that it 
was taken froma fund set apart for 
another purpose, his excuse being 
that he was advised to do it by men 
occupying high positions in society. 
We believe that if the resolution re- 
ferred to is adopted it will be setting 
a precedent highly detrimental to the 
public weal, and therefore respectful- 
ly recommend that it do not pass.”
